satdslled. Representative Gayman, chair 
man «f ijba honae Dwnocnitlc jt— rtag 
ooMWittae, went so far aa io^say Haa- 
na's defeat was assured. ' 

There is IK) doubt that Sonator Han- 
na was beaten (or a weeli previous to 
last Friday, when 'Ra^resstftatlv* Man 
uel of Montgomery county changed In 
his favor. On Saturday the Hanna men 
secured Representative Griffith of 
Undon, but they iiare ma4e no acces 
eioDS since, and It la the general btHM 
^at thay are iSkort on* vote. 

It waa agreed by a conference com- 
mittee tbat the balloting in the two 
houses would not begin until 2 p. m 
There is a feeling among many of those 
ofiKNriaf Ut. H^Bf>a, that If be is not 
defeated oo tha flnt tMllot, or r9.tber 
by the separate 'InJIota. Iw irtU JfOt be 
defeated at all. 

These aatl-Hanna workers say they 
had a majority of 5 against Hanna 
when they exposed their strengcth In 
organizing the legislature last Monday, 
and if they come down to a majority 
of only 1 against Hanna that the coali- 
ti«n may not hoM togaChar C^r wiotiMr 
day. 

Thcj Want Kurtz. 

While the opposition still insist on 
Mr. Kurts as the candidate against Mr 
Haima, yet they say that Bu?hnell, 
Kurtz or any other one will be dropped 
iis i-non as it 'is diemonst rated thai h 
ran not secure al-1 of the votes of either 
the anti-Hamna Repnbtlleaoa or the 
Democratic members. 

One of the names most prominently 
mentioned was that of Representative 
John P. Jones, who represents Stark 
county, the home of President ilScKin 
ley. !Mr. Jones is a Republioao and 
prominent In the milners' union. He Is 
for free silver and is advocated as the 
lathor candidate against the capitalist. 

'While the mass oo<nven«tion of the 
Republicans waa the largest and nrost 
indignantly entliuaiastic aasem1)lttge 
ever known in the state, the doubtful 
'' Republican members of the legislature 
did ncit see It or feel it. They were close- 
ly and liberally entertained by the op- 
poaitioB at the Oreat Southern hotel 
during the afternoon and nlpht.

There were at times HnAy soened 
when Hanna workers invaded the 
tlreat Southern hotel, and aido when 
Khe hustlers fox the oppo.sitijn went to 
the Nedl House after some of the tiaubt- 
ful mamhen or tbalr friends.

Bawallaa Treaty ta Be Coaslderad Be- 
hind Cloaed Doors. 

Washington, Jam. 11.— In aceardance 
with his previous notice, Senator Da- 
vis, chairman of the senate committee 
on foreign relations, brought up the 
subject of the ratification, of the Ha- 
waiian annexation treaty In the senate. 

His mction was made soom after the 
dispoial of the rouJne morning busi- 
ness, and the entire remainder of the 
day's session, except Vhe time given to 
the confirmation of nominations, was 
devoted to the consideration of the 
question as to whether the traty should 
be considered In open session or behind 
closed doors In executive session. 

After a delbate of almost two htnirs 
tipon tills point an Informal vote was 
taken, the yeas and naya not being de 
manded. The decision was overwhelm 
ingly against an open session.

CoffTmhtM^ O.. J'sn. 11.— The mass Re- 
publican convention at the Auditorium 
lasted froon 3 to 6, p. m. with unbroken 
enthusiasm aud intense IndifBfMon 
throughout its proceedings. 

There isar* rapasttsd scenes ot hiss- 
ing when tha nftmes of Oovernor Bush- 
nell, Mr. Kurts and others were men- 
tioned. The terms "traitors," "Judas" 
and the like were frequently used in re- 
sponses from the audience. 

Several of the speakers referred to 
Senator Foraker in connection with the 
revolution in the party. The audience 
waa In close and deep sympathy with 
the intense and bitter uttcraaoes ot 
meet of tfae-speakers. 

The Columbus Glee club, which re- 
fused to participate in the inaugural 
ceremonies, contributed largely to the 
enthusiasm of the oocaslon by Its slat- 
ing. 

As Chairman Nash and Congressmnn 
Weaver came upon the platform the 
Tippecanoe club of Cleveland and the 
Business Men's league of that city en- 
tered i the hall, and there was ft wild 
Bcene for some mln'utes. 

Congrcs.--ma:i Walter L. Weaver Ol 
Springfield, O., the home of Governor 
Bushuell, was chairman of tbs meeting. 
He made a moet vigorous speech 
against those whom he accused with 
schemes for the disruption of the party. 

Colonel Robert M. Nevin of iDuyton, 
who has always been the close personal 
and poUticai friend of Senator Foraker, 
Mr. Knrtz and others who are al this 
t'inie (j;i;u).= ing the election of Senator 
Hanna, made a speech agaijist the ac- 
tion of those whom he charged with 
demoralizing and debauching the party. 

wild Oemonttratlon. 

This caused the greatest demonstr.i- 
tion of the afternoon. Almost the en- 
tire audience rose to their feet, and 
while standing on chairs threw their 
hats, handkerchiefs and other articles 
wildly about the liall. 

At the conclusion of this remaikable 
address the following resolutions were 
unanimoiikly adopited by a rising vote 
and the most enthusiastic demonstra- 
tions of approval: 

"Resolved, flrs't. That we coiademn, 
without re.-erve or qualiflcaton, this 
most unholy conspiracy, and protest in 
the name of the people of the state ol 
Ohio against its turChW tfWfjntt ftttd 
further success. 

"Resolved, further. That we call up- 
on every Republican member of the 
general assembly to be present In his 
seat on next Tui sday and liy voice, by 
act and by vote to carry into execution 
the fuUliiiiK ;it of the obligation as- 
sumed by him when elected aa such 
member; and 

"Resolved, finally, That we will wel- 
come most cordially to full co-opera- 
tion with us the Republican members 
of said general assembly, however they 
may have voted or ac:ed thus far in re- 
lation t .) the subjeet-maitter of this dec- 
laration." 

These were preceded by a lengthy 
preamble in which an appeal was made 
to Oovernor Bushnell and (indirectly) 
Senator Foraker to come to the re.s^Mi". 

Congressman Hin t on of Cleveland 
made one of the most vigoroii.-; .sp('<'< li- 
es of the afternoon and presented a 
mammoth petition with over 10,000 sig- 
natures from the home of Senator Ban- 
na in favor of his election. 

After the nieetingSenator Hanna waa 
serenaded at the Nell and responded 
in several speeches, flenator Hanna did 
not attend the mass convention nor the 
inauguration exercises earlier tn the 
day. He was busily engaged In eOB- 
ferences with his co-workers. 

The senator waa compelled to make 
many speeches during the day and even- 
ing, and in ail tho rc^puna-es he ex- 
pressed the fulU.it confidence in the 
final out;'omo of the pending contest.
